Illustrating the Marvelous Development 
of Washingtou Territory. 

Yakima letter to the obe- Democrat: One 
proof of the Yakima pudding is found in the 
shipment of 100 carloads of melons this sea- 
son, Yakima melons are becoming known 
all over the new state. The other day Capt. 
Gray, the veteran navigator of the upper 
Columbia river, came from Pasco, his home, 
to Yakima ona visit. He was conducted to 
Mayor Reed’s office, where he gazed "pon 
one melon weighing fifty-four pounds, and 
upon several other melons weighing some- 
thing less. At that stage of the proceedings 
a big knife was produced, one of the melons 
was cut, and the captain was soon learning 
that Yakima melons taste as good as the 
look. As he laid down his third riad to pic 
up his fourth slice, Capt. Gray seemed to 


of Pasco, He observed in a matter-of-fact 
tone: 

“The reason we don’t raise melons success- 
fully et Pasco is that the vines grow so fast 
that they wear the melons out dragging them 
over the ground. Our soil is too rich, I think, 
for melons.“ 

Every Yakima man in the room stopped 
eating and looked at the captain, but he was 
entirely serious. 

**Your soil is too rich, is it?’ retorted 
Mayor Reed. Let me tell you, Capt. Gray, 
the soil at Pasco is so poor that vou can’t 
raise an umbreila en two acres of it. Why, 
sir, if lam co informed, your soil 1s so 
poor that it takes two pee-dee birds down 
there to make holler—one, to holler pee 
and the other to Aller dep. I am told that a 
child three feet high can stand in a hole two 
feet deep and pick the top blossoms off the 
peach trees at Pasco.” 

The captain was silenced. The man who 
talks last usually has the best of it in these 
sharp comparisons of Wasfington towns. 
Over at Tacoma the other day some real es- 
tate men were telling Visitors of the marvel- 
ous growth of their city. Private Cosgrove, 
grand commander of the G. A. R. of the de- 
partment of Washington, was one of tne 
listeners. Whea the Tacoma men had about 
exhausted themselves Cosgrove took an inn- 
ing. 
Mx town of Pomeroy, in eastern Wash- 
ington,” said he, has had the most won- 
derful growth of any place I’ve yet seen.

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 14—The closing ses 


sion of the United States senate committee 
bearing on our e relations with Canada was 
hela here today. W. O. Blaney, represent- 
ing the Boston chamber of commerce, fa- 
vored annexation r commercial union by 
which reciprocity shall be enjoyed by the 
two peoples. He would have reciprocity be- 
tween all countries in the American conti- 
nent, and thought this country had nothing 
to fear from free trade from Hudson bay to 
Patagonia. The Grand Trunk is to New En- 
gland what the Erie canal is to New York. 
He did not believe in the interstate commerce 
law. New England had suffered by it. 

John S. Farlow, representing the Tariff Re 
form league, favored annexation if it were 


teasible, as he believed the Canadians would 


make loyal citizens. 

Isaac P. Gragg of Boston, representing 
copper mines in Neva Scotia, said tne cop- 
per products of Canada are such as are 
needed in Baltimore and New York for refin- 
ing ana mixing with ores from the west. 
With reciprocity a certain proportion of this 
ore would come through our ports to our 
mines and be a help to our industries. If 
the duty on copper were removed they would 
send it here for refinément.

ready and eager to face any evidence that 


could be brought against them. The work of 
selecting a jury was accordingly begun, but 
from that moment the defense has labored 
steadily to delay, hamper, and prolong the 


| proceedings, until the conviction is becoming 


quite general that its policy is to make it im- 
possible to get jurors and proceed to the con- 
sideration of the evidence. 

Over 300 talesmen have been examined and 


rejected. These possible jurors were not 


brought into court because their names had 
been drawn at random from a boxin the 
usual mannes, but they were summoned by 
special venire from selected portions of the 
city and county where the officers had the 
strongest reason to believe fair men could be 
found. In the search for jurors the tough 
wards were passed by, and while an occa 
sionat off-color citizen has been caught in the 
dragnet the average of the venires has been 
uncommonly high. At least three or four 
admirable juries could have been selected 
from the 800 talesmen already rejected. Can- 
did, fair questions would have called out sat- 
isfactory replies from the talesmen, and scores 
of men who have been tangled up by catch 
queries and made to declare tnemselves 
prejudiced contrary to the fact would have 
shown themselves fit for jury service. The 
defense cannot expect by prolonging the pro- 
ceedings to get better or fairer jurors than 
have already been tendered and rejected. 
Prejudiced and incompetent men have ap- 
peared in the box, but these instances were 
exceptional, and at least threé-fourths of 
those rejected would have made as impartial 
and conscientious jurors as can be found in 
Cook county. Nearly all of them had an im- 
pression or passing opinicn as to the guilt of 
the prisoners, such as would ordinarily take 
some evidence to remove, but nevertheless if 
sworn in the case they would discard entire- 
ly any such prejudgment and base their ver- 
dict solely on the law and the testimony pro- 
duced in court. The defense has had thé op- 
portuuity to choose jurors from scores of meu 
who would act under their oaths in a strictly 
impartial and conscientious manner. The at- 
torneys for tho défendants cannot hope by 
prolonging the search to get better jurors 
than they have already cast aside, Nor can 
they expect to secure jurors thgroughly prej- 
udiced in their favor and who would vote to 


acquit without regard to the testimony. Such 


men could be challenged for cause by the 
state. It would seem that in prolonging the 


search for a jury the defense does not expect 


to gel better men than have been presented 
already, but toexhaust the pane) of the coun- 
ty, bring about a deadlock, and make a trial 
impossible. 

Mr. Forrest’s proposition to change the 
manner of selecting the jury can leave only 
one impression. If good jurors are to be had 
it can only be through special venires in se- 
lected parts of the city and county, 
where there is the best assurance of find- 
ing competent, impartial, and conscientious 
men. But Mr. Forrest desires that this 
method of hunting jurors shall be abandoned 
and that the county clerk shail draw at ran- 
dom from the. box ‘containing the names 
taken from the election poll lists. This mode 
of procedure would make it still more diffi- 
cult to get a fit jury and would still further 
complicate and delay the reliminary pro- 
ceedings. Thousands of men wouid be 
drawn, summoned, and brought into- court 
only to find that they were éxemopt by law 
from jury service. For one reason or another 
nearly half the adult males in the com- 
munity are exempt from service on juries. 
State officers, ‘members of the legislature, 
judges of courts, clerks of courts, sheriffs, 
coroners, postmasters, mail carriers, prac- 
ticing attorneys, officers of the United States, 
ministers ot the gospel, school teachers during 
terms of school, physicians, ferrymen, police- 
men, firemen, and ail persons infirm, de- 
crepit, or above 60 years of age are exempt. 
Yet if the process of special venire is 
dropped and names are drawn at haphazard 
from the box hundreds ana perhaps thou- 
sands who are disqualified by law must be 
called into court and examined only to be re- 
jected. Such a course would greatly add to 
the expense, delay, and uncertainty of the 
search fora jury. It could not increase in 
any way the chance of getting fair jurors, 
but would be well calculated to vex, hamper, 
and delay the proceedings. The course of 
the defense indicates that its policy is to 
“wear out’’ the prosecution and prevent the 
selection of any jury and in the meantime 
crowd as much error as possible into the 
record.

TANNER AND THE GRAND ARMY MEN. 

Democratic and mugwump organs have 
great hopes that the removal of Tanner will 
provoke hard feeling toward the President 
inside the grand army organization ‘and they 
are eagerly calling attention to the hearty 
indorsement Tanner received from the vet- 
erans at the Milwaukee encampment a few 
weeks ago.

tioned Tanner’s integrity nor rebuked him 
for doing anything for the old soldiers which 
might be done “according to law.” Asa 
grand army man himself President Harrison 
would doubtless fully approve the indorse- 
ment Tanner received at Milwaukee, but 
nevertheless, for reasons entirely outside 
any covered in the resolution of the G. A. R,

The change made in the resolution adopt- 
ed at Milwaukee was significant.

LET THE NAKED BE CLOTHED. 

It will soon be seen how much earnestness 
there was on the part of those Chicagoans 
who urgedon the last legislature the pas- 
sage of a bompulsory education law which 
should be more thorough than ‘the one then 
on tne statute books. The legigiation they 
asked for has been given . What will 
they do with it? 

There are 3,000 i aed and girla— 
who ought to be at school. But they have 
not clothes to wear there. One lacks shoes, 
another stockings, and another a hat. One 
has a ragged dress and another ragged 
trousers. It may be said that the attire 
which is gpod enough for a newsboy or boot- 
black to ply his trade in 1s good enough for 
the schoolroom; buf such is not the ease. 
Children have feelings which are often more 
sensitive than those of grown folks, and they 
also unhappily have toncues which are far 
more mereiless. The newsboy with no coat 
and atorn shirt gets along well enough on 
the streets. No man makes any scofling re- 
marks about him, and his associates, no 
better clad than he is, make no comments on 
his costume. Like our first parents he is 
„naked but not ashamed.” 

But take that same boy and put him in a 
public schoclroom along with a lot of other 
children whose garb has not tne picturesque- 
ness which marks his and then the case 18 


quite different. The finger of scorn is pointed 


at the holes in his trousers, childish lips ut- 
ter cutting gibes. It is not pleasant even to 
be the jest of schoolboys, and the newsboy, 
having an independent soul, shakes the dust 
of the schoolhouse from the soles of his 
shoeless feet and returns to his more con- 
geniai streets, where there may Ue less learn- 
ing but where the manners are better. It 
will be harder for the ragged girls than the 
iiiclad boys. It is astonishing what disagree- 
able things a small girl child who has the 
outward semblance of a cherub can say and 
look. She has a terrible frankness when ex- 
pressing tier opinion about the shortcomings 
of the costume of others. Itis easy to say 
that the victims of these things. should pay 
no attentibn to them. In the story books 


‘they do not. There the boy with a noble 


thirst for learning stands firm against these 
sneers, studies hard, and is finally sent to 
Congress. But it does not work that way 
here. The boy or girl whose tatters are com- 
mented on goes home and cannot be driven 
back to school. 

Therefore hurry up and provide this army 
of 3,000 with enough plain: decent clothing 
to enable them to go to school without be.og 
exposed to ridicule, which children find 
harder to bear than grown folks. The cost 
of it will be slight. It is the business of the 
county board to buy it. It can save the 
money by rejecting a few boodle claims or 
by cutting down some of the lordly salaries 
that it is all the time shoving up. If the 
board refuses, then it becomes the daty of 
those who were so urgent for the passage of 
the law to vut their u in their own pock- 
ets and furnish the money with which to buy 
the needed clothing. If they do not tney 
will have stood between these 3,000 children 
and the blessings of an education and will 
have shown their own insincerity and lack 
of true puilanthropy. 


“A CERTAIN MEMORABLE OCCASION.” 

A New York weekly naper of Sept. 7 makes 
this remark about the competition of Chicago 
for the world’s fair: 


When the idea that New York will be the site 
of the fair once saturates Cnicago we shall ex 
pect to see that city wake u up to the desirability 
of adding tothe success of the exhibition by 
. the influence ot its one million 
inhabitants to that of the three millions 
lone and a half] who contribute di- 
rectly to ‘the greatuess of New York, and of 


swelling the importance of the fair to the’first | 


magnitude, In fact. we shall expect to see Chi- 
cago showing in 1892 the same patriotic spirit 
which animates New York and of which Chicago, 
on a certain memorable occasion less than 
— years ago, experienced a noteworthy ex- 
ample. 


This New York paver is guilty of one of 
those offenses against good taste and the pro- 
prieties of life which are of frequent commise- 
sion by illbred people. The idea advanced is 
that it is shabby conduct on the part of Chi- 
cago, after New York came to its aid at the 
time of the great fire and its citizens gave 
liberally to help those who had been driven 
from their homes by the flames, to repay 
good with evil by depriving New York of the 
exposition. 

New York did come to the relief of this city 
in 1871 with great generosity. It contributed 
liberally. Chicago acknowledges the favor 
and is ready to repdy in kind whenever a 
similar misfortune falls upon New York. 
Should a fire ravage that city tomorrow, 
leaving behind it an army of houseless and 
destitute poor, Chicago will pay its debt with 
a prompthess which will leave no room for 
cavil. It would be swift to give, even though 
it had never known what it was to want. 
Being ndt ignorant of caiamity itself, it 
would give with double quickness. 

But it sees no reason for paying that debt 
before it 1s due, especially with the gift of 
an exposition which has nothing to do with 
charity. New Yorkers have estimated that the 
expositiog 1f held there would be worth 150 
million dollars. Do they wish to charge that 
much for what they gave Chicago in 1871? 
If everybody went on that principle it would 
be safe for no one to accept a favor, since 
the giver would soon be wanting nis money 
back with a thousand per cent interest. 

If the vrinciple which this New York pa- 
per seeks to lay down isa sound one Chicago 
will be hampered with a debt which can 
never be paid. New York was not the only 
| city which helped this burnt-out city in 1871. 
St. Louis was quick to come to the aid of the 
suffering sister to the north of ber. But as 
St. Louisaus hhveé some manners it has never 
occurred to them to insist that Chicago must 
surrender its claims on the exposition for 
their benefit because of what they did in 1871. 
Nor has it occarréd to any one in Wasning- 
ton to make such a demand. Nor has 
Philadelphia asked for the support of 
Chicago because’ of its generous gifts. 
If this New York principle is sound, this city 
must, whén its business interests ciash with 
those of Detroit, Cleveland, Cincin nati, Louis- 
ville, New Orleans, Milwaukee, and every 
other city north, south, east, and west, step 
out of the way because of their donations for 
the Chicago sufferers by the fire. It would 
have been better had Chicago refused such 
Grecian gifts if such nnn were at- 
tached.

‘THE CURRICULUM OF MANNERS. 

In one of his recent communications, made, 
we bellage, at the last session of. the National 
Teachers’ association, Prof. Harris, the 
newly appointed commissioner of education, 
in defining education insisted upon manners 
as one of ite important elements. The state- 
ment was @ timely one, and, more than this, 
throws out a new suggestion, for the incul- 
cation of manners has not been hitherto con- 
sid@red an essential part of the curriculum 
of the schools. and rarely any part at all. 
Just now, when there 1s considerable dis- 
cussion over the necessity of teaching other 
things besides those includedin the books, 
and the area of training is in process of lib- 
eral extension, it would seem to be a good 
time for insisting upon this new factor in 
education as laid down by the commis- 
sioner. 

In this connection there has been a gen- 
eral demand for more decided moral training, 
which is vigorously opposed in some quarters 
upon the ground that morai teaching is liable 
to run into theological teaching, which does 
not belong to the province of the schools. 
The teaching of manners is not open to this 
objection, though manners are the “minor 
morals.” It is aiso to the advantage of 
teaching them that it does not require text 
books, involve expense, or necessitate any 
addition to the working force of the 
schools. By giving a little attention to this 
suljject, putting in a word here and a word 
there at the proper time, and appealing to 
the pupil’s pride and selfrespect, teachers 
could do a great work for manners. There 
is not much hope of reclaiming a grownup 
boor. If a person is to have good manners 
the work must be done early, 4nd certainly 
there is no more flattering field for it than in 
the schools, where thousancs of children are 
associated together at a period of life when 
the force of example and influence of superi- 
ors are strong. 

The need of such work ought to be appar- 
ent to any one. There never was a time 


American young people. It manifests itself 
particularly in indifference to the rights and 
feelings of others, in contempt for elders, in 


the utter absence of suavity of manner. It 
is not much to the credit of American society 
or American civihzauon that this country 
has confessedly the worst mannered and 
most impolite children in the world, at least 
among people laying any claim to education 
or social advancement. But the fault is not 
the children’s. It belongs to the parents. So 
long as they are allowed to grow up with no 
ideas of politeness it follows that they will 
de boors. If these ideas are not inculcated 
in the home, then more than ever js it neces- 
sary that the schools should teach them. Nor 
is this work an unimportant part of the pupil’s 
education, if education is intended to furnish 
the child with the means of achieving happi- 
ness and success in life. No one can tell how 
many times success im life has been 
hindered by want of suavity in manner 
and by the disagreeable impressions at first 
sight made by a vulgar presence, and equally 
no one can tell how many times an agreeable 
presence, an easy manner, and genial inter- 
course have resulted to the advantage of 
their possessor... There is no better place 
than the school for this work in the “minor 
morals.“ It is within the power of every 
teacher to arouse feelings of pride and self- 
respect in their pupils, to induce them to ap- 
pear clean abd presentable, to imbue them 
with a feeling of abhorrence for vulgarity, 
louaness, and boisterous selfassertion—in a 
word. to give them at least a veneer of polite- 
ness and keep their failings in the back- 
ground. Perhaps Prof. Harris may yet be 
able to formulate a practical method for 
carrying out his important recommendation. 


A VERY LITTLE SOVEREIGN. 

One of tue oldest and best known sover- 
eigns in Europe, Charies III., Honore, Prince 
of Monaco, has just died. His principality has 
had a checkered fortune. In early times the 
Greeks held possession, and it got its name 
from a temple to Heracles Moncecus, which 
they built. From the tenth century the Gri- 
maidi, a powerful Genoese family, controlled 
it. After the fourteenth century it sustained 
itself by piraéy, which was gradually modi- 
fied into a system of levying tolls on passing 
vessels. Since that time it has alternately 
been managed by France and Sardinia until 
1860, when Charles III. entered into full pos- 
session under the protection of France. He 
has reigned thirty-three years, and died the 
other day at the good old age of 70, 

There was never a monarch who had an 
easier time of it than Charles III., Honore, 
Prince of Monaco. He had the smaliest king- 
dom in the world and the prettiestone. Its 
area is but eight and thirty-four hundredths 
square miles, and its population less than 
8,000. It isin part a rocky headland, com- 
manding a beautiful view of the Mediterra- 
nean, and the remainder a garden filled with 
lemon trees, orange trees, and olives, and 
framed all round in a setting of the Mari- 
time Alps. It hasits cathedral and its patron 
suint, its villas, its perfume and liqueur fac- 
tories, and also its casino of Monte Carlo, It 
has a little fort and a Pinafore fleet and an 
army of seventy-two officers and men all 
told. All the people of Monaco are nobles, 
for Charles V. of Spain ennobled the whole of 
them in a body, shopkeepers, farmers, 
liqueurmakers, gamblinghouse keepers, sol- 
diers, sailor 
earthly paradise dwelt the 3,000 nobiles, ruled 
over by Charles III. It is a paradise in an- 
Other respect. The people pay no taxes for 
the support of the government. The reve- 
nues and all the expenses of administration 
are provided for by the gaming tables of 
Monte Carlo, and out of their earnings also 
tne prince himself had accumulated a mag- 
nificent fortune. For nearly thirty years 
Monte Carlo has taken cars of Monaco and 
enriched the people not alone by their ex- 
emption from taxation but by the high rents 
paid for the use of their grounds. Fortu- 
nately tor them they are not allowed access 
to the tables. 

In this manner Charles I[L accumulated a 
large fortune without any anxiety on his 
part bevond such reflections as may have oc- 


| curred to him in tne ruin of the devotees of 


Monte Carlo and the frequeat suicides which 
followed losses. Ruin and death, however, 
have. not affected its patronage. It is the 
fashionable resort of ali Europe and is always 
crowded. The revenues never fall off. Day 
and night men and women throng the casino 
and part with their fortunes. As the prince 
grew old it is evident that he had some 
scruples as to the ignominiows mauner in 
which he made his money, tor suddenly he 
became philanthropic, disbursed considerable 
sums in charity, and sought to‘commend him- 
self to the good graces f Ste. Devote, the 
patron saint of Monaco, by benefactions to

THE DANGERS OF DIVORCE. 

There was a curious case in one of the Chi- 
cago courts last week which is @ good illus- 
tration of the dangers which grow out of the 
free and easy systems of divorcing which 
prevail in most of the states. Over twenty 
years ago Mr. Tucker married his first Wife. 
They soon had a disagreemeat and she left 
him, went to Kansas, got @ divorce, and re- 
married, Mr. Tucker then married again, 
but in the course of time got as sick of the 
second wife as of the first. But as she was 
not accommodating enough to leave him he 
got u divorce from the territorial court of 
Utah and took unto himself his third spouse. 

When the second one found out what had 
happened she was much provoked and began 
proceedings for bigamy against him, denying 
the validity of tne Utah divorce... The courts 
took her view of the case and Mr. Tucker 
was ne er guilty and landed in the peniten- 

9 Ne, years. While he 
was there 2 got a divoros from him 
because he was a felon. 

When Tucker got out of Joliet he started 
to marry his third wife, the first. ceremony 
having been held to be worthiéss. But fort- 
unately, before he did that. his lawyers made 
a more critical eXamiuation of the Kansas 
divorce got by the first wife and found 
that it was null and void because a notary 
had forgotten to sign his name to one of the 
documents. Therefore in order to clear up 
his record and enable him to marry No. 3 it 
was necessary to get a divorce from No. 1. 
It also appeared that, technicaliy speaking, 
Tucker had been illegally sent to prison. He 
was convicted for bigamy because he hed 
married No. 3, being at that.time the hus- 
band of No. 2 But such was not the case. 
There never was any legal marriage with 
No. 2 

But it was too late to take advantage of 
this point, for the penitentiary sentence had 
been served out. All that could be done was 
to get the first wife here from Kansas and 
got a divorce from her on the charge of de- 
sertion. This was done and it took but about 
ten minutes for the juage to declare those 
not husband and wife who had not been such 
for twenty years. Then the first wife re- 

turned to Kansas to remarry the man with 
whom she had beén hving for the last eight- 
een years and to whom she had borne, many 
children. For her it was naturally exceed- 
ingly painful. It is true that she had done 
nothing wrong. She had not known and 
could not be expected to know the fatal 
technical flaw in her first divorce. Yet in- 
nocent as she is she will fancy for the rest 
of her life that. her neighbors are looking 
down upon her and making remarks about 
her, The carelessness of the Kansas judge 
who did not notice the defect in a document 
was the sole cause of all these woes and jus- 
tifies the observation that if judges and law- 
yers paid as much attention to technicalities 
at the right time as they do at the wrong 
time there would be less trouble in the 
world. For both lawyers and judges often 
seem more anxious to pick flaws in what 
others have done than to be sure that their 
own work is free from Blemish. 
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Hank'ns and His Castle. 

Tt is doubtful if there has ever been seen in 
this city a more roaring farce than the one 
which was pluyed by the police Thursday night 
on the sidewalk in front of George Hankins’ 
gaminghouse, to the keen delight of hundreds of 
spectators.

But they cannot be, and if the Democrats want

NEWS NOTES FROM OLD MEXICO. 


No Difficulties Between Guatemala and 
That Country—A Shipping Report. 

City,or Mexico, Sept. 14.—The official or- 
gan of the government says that no true dif- 
ferences exist between Guatemala and Mexi- 
co. The only incident which was likely to 
cause trouble was the explosion ot a petard 
which was thrown against the Mexican lega- 
tion in the Guatemalan capital. For this act 
Guatemala apologized, and her officials are 
now searching for the man who threw the 
petard for the purpose of punishing him.

May Prescribe Liquor for Some. 
HUNTINGDON, Pa., Sept. 14.—Dr.. George D. 
Balantyne, a prominent physician of this place, 
had beeu accused of the charge of violating 
the sixteenth section of the Brooks license law. 
It was attempted to prove that he had been pre- 
scribing whisky and alcohol indiscriminately to 
men of known intemperate habits when he knew 
or had reason to know that it was to be used as 
a beverage. The doctor denied the charge. Dur- 
ing the trial a fact was incidentally brought out 
that was not generally known, that a physician 
is not prohibited by the Brooks law from pre- 
scribing intoxicating liquors as a beverage for 

persons of good reputation for temperance.

LINGTON NORTRERN'S RATES. 


Some of the Roads in Favor of Ignoring 
the Long sod Short Haul Clause to 
Avoid Applying the New Rates on lows 


Local Traffic—It Is Not Probable, How: | ö 
ever, That This Will Be Done—Vice - 


President McMullin’s Mysterious Trip 
to the East. | 

When the western and northwestern divis- 
ions of the Western Freignt association 
reconvened at Chairman Faithorn’s office 
yesterday morning the representatives of 
the various roads had scarcely recovered 
from the surprise caused by the Burlington 


& Northern’s announcement that it nad not, * 


only decided to put in effect the proposed 
through tériff on traffic originating in the 
east on the basis of 8 cents Chicago to St. 
Paul, applying same on all business to inter- 
mediate stations, but that it would also put 
in effect Sept. 18 a tariff locally from Chicago 
to St. Paul and intermediate stations 33 per 
cent lower than the ratio now in effect. But 
few of the roads were prepared to state 
what action they proposed to take under ex- 
isting circumstances. The general freight 
agent of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City stated that he thought his company 
would promptly meet the rates an- 
nounced by the Burlington & Northern, but 
until he had communicated with his general 
manager he did not like to agree to auy 
definite action. Mostof the roads thought 
they would haye to meet the Burlington & 
Northern’s reduced tariff locally from Chi- 
cago to St, Paul, but there was much. diver- 
sity of opinionas regards the application of 
those rates to intermediate stations and 
points in lowa. Some of them were of the 
opinion that the long and short ‘haul clause 
should be ignored at all pomts not directly 
competitive with Burlington & Northern 
points, as a general reduttion in rates of 33 
per cent to ail western and northwestern 
points would prove disastrous to most of the 
roads. Others thought that under existing 
circumstances it would be impossible to. 
avoid ageneral reduction to all points be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul and in Iowa, as 
the violation of the long and short haul 
clause would bring greater trouble upon the 
roads than the adoption of the reduced rates. 
The Burlington & Northern was denounced 
for bringing this trouble upon the 
roads and its action, it was claimed, was in- 
spired by @ desire to demoralize the rates 
witifout proper cause, in order to gain ver- 


sonal advantages. General Freight Agent 
Hamblin denied the charge that his company 


was animated by improper motives. His 
company, he claimed, was forced to take the 
action it did by the faithlessness of its com- 
petitors.. His company was promised that it 
would be permitted to make through rates on 
traffic from the east to meet the competition 
of the “Spo” and Lake Superior lines, but 
the other roads did not keep their word. His 
— . could not go out of the through 
traffic and let the “Soo” and Lake Superior 
lines take ali the St. Paul traffic from the 
east. As its competitors refused to sanction 
the making of such through rates without 
the codperation of the lines east from 
28 and the latter declined to join 
in through tariffs because the pro- 
posed fates did not apply on 
business to intermediate stations and thus 
make them jointly responsible for viola- 
tions of the long and short naul clause, it 
could do nothing else than to apply the pro- 
posed rates to all intermediatestations, feel- 
ing confident that thereby the gs jection of 
the eastern roads to joint th @ igh tariffs 
would be removed, as it made t ew tariff 
perfectly legal as decided by the tater-state 
commerce commission. It couid not con- 
sistently put the new through tariff iu effect 
without reducing rates from Chicago locally, 
as otherwise the difference between tue 
through and local rates would be too great, 
and Judge Cooley had decided that such dif- 
terence must be fair and reasonable. While 
it 1s claimed that the difference between the 
through and local rates under the reduced 
tariffs was still reasonably large, vet it was 
no greater than the difference between the 
through —— local rates now made by all the 
lines to Mississippi river points. 

Question arose as to the time when the 
Burlington & Northern's competitors may 
meet the rates the A 2 & Northern 
proposes to put in effect Sept. 18. The latter 
contended that under the rules of the asso- 
ciation they could not make the reduced 
rates without giving five days’ previous no- 
tice to the association. The other roads 
claimed that they were not required under 
existing circumstances to give such notice, 
and they could, treat the Burlington & Northb- 
ern’s action the same as outside competition 
and put the newrates in effect any time 
after having given the required three 
days’ notice of reduction to the interstate 
commission. Chairman Faithorn ruled that 
the roafis couid meet the Burlington & 
Northerh’s rates without giving five days’ 
previous notice to the association. It was 
decided that che Burlington & Northern 
rates between Chicago and St. Paul wofild be 


met, but none of the roads named a date 


when the new rates would be in effect. It 1s 
evidentiy their intention to put them in ef- 
fect at the same time the Burlington & 
Northern does—Sept. 18; but if they failed to 
notify the inter state commission of the pro- 
posed reduction in rates yesterday they can- 
not legally do so. It is probable that most of 
the roads have torwarded such notice to the 
interstate commission. 
Nothing was done as regards through rates 
on traffic originating in the east or regard- 
ing the application of the reduced rates to 


points ip Iowa. These questions will be con- 
sidered at a meeting to be held next Mon- 


day. 


Mn Thaw's Successor, 

PittspurG, Pa., Sept. 14.—It is stated in 
railway circles that J. N. McCullough, first 
vice president of the Pennsyivania company, 
will be elected a director of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Wiliam Thaw. This has been 
decided upon, and it is stated by those high 
in railroad authority that Mr. McCullough 
will accept. Mr. McCullough’s dut:es will 
not be greatly increased, and the position, it 
is said, is tendered him as a compliment and 
asa recognition of his abilities by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. The election of Mr. Me- 


Cullough will be entirely satisfactory to the 


Thaw interests.

A turnace fire raged in the dry goods quar- 
ter in five minutes, and not long after that it 
performed one of the strangest of freaks. 

Ventilation in the building is secured by 
opening some of the main floor windows and 
all of the upper tier vf windows. The air 
becomes overheated from the thousands of 
gas lamps, and the result is a great upward 
whirl ot hot air when the windows are 
opened. . | 

The flames were caught in this current, 
drawn together, and lifted. At first they 
made a little peak of fire above the furnace. 
Then the peak was slowly lengthened into a 
long, slender, luminous cone of flame 
that wavered fittully, but nevertheless 
chmbed till it was a cornucopia 
seventy feet long, reaching from the floor to 
the red trestles of the ceiling. It looked 
like a water spout, only it was glare ne and 
red, and it was pointed at the upper end.

M the damage will probably be found 
to hause been caused by the smoke. There 
never was much more smoke from a fire of 
that size. It filled the building, and the red 
lights biinked dimiy through it. It made as 
ovtoroon of the Venus de Milo, and must have 
wrought much damage to the pictures in the 
art gailery.- The people in the gallery were 
the last to know of the fire, and it was quite 
atime betore they could be driven out. And 
when they were ali out and before the fre- 
proof doors could be swung shut the smoke 
in the rooms was dense and the expensive 
paintings certainly heavily damaged.

Eye Witnesses Describe Some of the Scenes 
—Harrowing i xXnertences of Many. 

“I saw the fire when it first caugut.“ said 
A. M. Tobias, window trimmer for James H. 
Walker & Co. It 1 could have got at once 
in Charles Gossage & Co.’s booth, where it 
started, I could have easily put it out. 
The electric ight—not an incandescsant at- 
fair, but a big carbon giobe—appeared to 
burn down. When it had apparently gone 
out the lace work, which was draped near it, 
suddenly blazed up. It lingered foramoment 
in the luce, toying with itas a lady out snop- 
ping might havedone. .Then, after that little 
intervaj id which it might have been ex- 
tinguished, the blaze spread through the en- 
tire boqth before any one could move a hand 
to savejit. From ine booth it flashed ina 
fountain of flame to the ceiling. The ad- 
joining booths quickly caught and burned 
with the same lightuingl:ke ravidity. 

At the first big upward flash from Gos- 
sage’s booth a wild yell rang through the 
building, and the funniest vision of flying 
skirts and coattails ever seen swept down 
the s. de isies from the south end of the hall 
to the fountain, dashed around it, and right 
through it, and poured into the north end.“ 

Some one cried fire,” said Miss Ius Por- 
ter, wup at the time was selling a box o 
‘everlasting cigars” to a man from Osh- 
kosh. ** Then everybody cried tire. I sawa 
blaze shoot up past the gallery just in front 
of the spot where our booth was located. 1 
cried fire also, ga nhered up my skirts with- 
out thipking of my bat, and ran.

Fortu- 
nately! the height of the roof above the burn- 
ing booths prevented speedy ignition, and 
this fact undoubtecly saved the building. 
Mr. Perce believed the actual damage to 
the réot and flor, in which the firemen 
choppéd holes to let the water run off, would 
not be great, and would not cause the cios- 
ing of/the exposition. Possibly a day or two 
wouldibe needed to put all in proper shape. 
and the pubiic might be excluded. but as soon 
as the work was done the show would re- 
sume. It was quite likely that one day 
would) be all that was necessary to repair 
the damage, and in that case the public 
would be allowed in Monday nigut. 


‘TBE Loss Is) ug ONE, 
Estimated at Over $100,000- Exhibiters 
Must Stand Leary All of it. 

The loss to the building and stock on ex- 
hibitiqn is estimated at over $100,000, 
tne bulk of whien will fail upon the exnib- 
iters. ; Owing to the temporary nature of the 
exaibition few of the exulditers appear to 
have insured their stocks against fire. 

The) booths in which the fire orig- 
inated were filled with the most 
costly; stocks, ingluding § exvensive 
dry goods, velvets. carpets, etc., while in the 
immediute vicinity was the piano display. 
many valuable instruments being badly in- 
jured by water and falling glass from the 
roof, | 

The flve booths which were totally wrecked 
were fitted üp in most expensive style, and 
according to figures given by Assistant Sec- 
retary Daiey the cost of construction of each 
bootn was about $5,000. 

The huge plateglass sides were such as 
are seen in the largest store fronts on State 
street, and an idea of their value may be es- 
timated from the statement of tue ussistant 
secretary that the cost of fixing up and re- 
moving them each season fovts up in the 
neighborbood of $1,000. 

Gos$ae’s booth was totally destroyed. Al- 
though not one of the largest of the displays 
of its kind, the stock Was all of me most 
valuabie description. and the loss is esti- 
mated at about 810.000. 

D. H. Fisk & Co., whose stall was immedi. 
ately souta of Gossage’s, had an exhibit of 
valuable millinery goods, a greater portion 
of which was imported. Their loss will figure 
up $5,000, :

Stayner and Woodruff Assist in the At- 
tempted Robbery. 


IVES ATTEMPTS TO EXPLAIN MATTERS. 


New York, Sept. 14.—The Evening Sun in 
its last edition today prints a long and sensa 


Ives with an attempt to rob tne estate of the 
late Christopher Meyer of $7,000,000 by means 
of forgery. The Sun’s story reads: 

Henry S. Ives, who has been so often and 
so truly referred to in these columns as the 
master thief, also ranks high among forgers. 


HENRY 8. IVES. 


The narrative which follows shows that 
he, by the forgery of two initials—a C and 
an M—was in a fair way to obtain at least 
$100.000 in cold cash and to open a till which 
contained something more than $7.000,000. 

Ives added to his previous crimes that of 
forgery in the latter part of last December. 
This fact is pubiished today for the first 
time, and can be substantiated whenever it 
shall become necessary. 

It was from the chance utterance of Ives’ 
own lawyer. Mr. Charles W. Brooke, that 
the first intimation of the facts which follow 
were obtained. Beginning with a slight 
clew unintentionally furnished by that abie 
and @loquent gentleman, all the details of 
the story below were traced step by step, and 
they have been corroborated in u quarter 
whictepiaces their authenticity beyond all 
doubt. 

It will be remembered that when Ives and 
Stayner, acting in conjunction with Albert 
Netter, the notorious Cincinnati broker, now 
a fugitive from justice, found the means at 
their individual commands totally exhausted 
lopg before the control of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Duyton road had been acquired, 
they cast about to obtain the necessary pe- 
cuntary assistance from some Outside quar 
ter. It was Stayner’s credit with Gillig and 
the American Exchange in Europe whicb 
had furnished the $40,000 necessary to steal 
the mineral rauge; it was now Stayner’s 
credit and acquaintance wich furnished the 
means of this greater robbery. 

Christopher Meyer was an elderly man, a 
resident of New Jersey, and many times a 
millionaire through his ownership of large 
rubber boot and shoe manufactories in New 
Brunswick. For several years back he had 
bad dealings with Stayner, which had re- 
sulted, naturally, the worse for Mever to tLe 
tune of about $100,000. Stayner was indebted 
for about that sum to Meyer, and after going 
iuto insolvency compromised the debt, leav- 
ing a balance of many thousands of dollars 

U 
Nee TWO PRECIOUS PARTNERS. 

It may be imagined that whe relations be- 
tween Meyer ano Stayner were not sweetened 
by this arrangement; but when Stayner 
and his precigus partner, Ives, became 
squeezed for funds Stayner bethought 
himself of a novel effective expedient 
for recapturing old Meyer's 
dence and making him a contributor to the 


scheme in wnich he had embarked with the 
thieving Napoleon. 


After drawing upon the 
Mineral range fund, of which Ives & O. 
bad made themselves depositoriec immedi- 
ately after th+ y had got control of the road, 
Stayner presented himself to Meyer ina 
high moral attitude. He deciared to Meyer 
that be had come to perform what he con- 
sidered his duty as a christian and an honest 
man; that he was indeed exempt by law 
from fur ter liability on account of his in- 
debted ness to Meyer, but that with nim the 
only law was the moral law, so that now he 
was happily in funds sufficient to discharge 
the last cent of his obiugation, and that it 
was for that praiseworthy purpose he had 
cailed. 

Meyer, from that time on gave implicit cre- 
dence to all of Stayner’s declarations, and was 
soon persuaded by him to give his aid to 
the syndicate formed by Ives, Stayner, and 
Netter. He agreed to receive for them when 
purchased and brought to New York a total 
of 6.000 shares of Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton common stock, at an average price 
not to exceed 115 ver cent, and to carry it for 
them, receiving 6 per cent for the use of his 
money—an arrangement which was practi- 
caliy a loan by Meyer to that extent upon that 
stock, since it wus agreed that Ives and 
Stayner should cast the vote upon it at all 
the elections of the road ana at the stock- 
holders’ meetings. 

This agreement was carried out by Mever 
to tne letter. 

The stock was held in his name during al! 
the existence of the swindling firm of H. S. 
Ives & Co., and when the inevitable ex posure 
and crash came it was still so held. 

The exposure of Ives’ and Stayner’s un- 
scrupulousness, the daily men uon of nisown 
name in connection with tnem, and the keen 
sense of disgrace drove Meyerto his grave 
in afew months. Within three months aft 
er Mever's death there was put into opera- 
tion through ives’ ageacya scheme to im- 
poverish Meyer's estate, and to open up to 
himself ana his confederates a mine of 
Fr. 000, 000. 

In tue fall of 1888 there, was begun in an 
Onio court a suit by Albert Netter against 
Henry S. Ives, George H. Stayner, and the 
executors of the estate of Christopher Meyer 
for the balance of the purchase money of 
his syndicate interest remaining unpaid. 
Voluminous devositions in that action were 
taken in this city during all last fall, but 
only tne most meager outline of the case was 
ever made public. 

COLLUSION REVEALED. 

No sooner, buwever, bad the plaintiff be- 
gun his ease than the collusive character of 
tne action was revealed. Ives and Stayner 
were nominally defendants, but they were 
the principal witnesses whom the 
called to prove bis claim against themselves. 

Neither of them was solvent and the man- 
ifest uten uon was to turn tothe only re- 
sponsibie defendant, the estate of Christo 
pher Meyer. To make that estate aoswera- 
bie it was necessary to prove that Meyer had

None such was in existence, 
and the very fact of such a thing had been 
disclaimed ny Ives and Stayner in their de- 
positions. But to a Napoleonic” mind such 
obstacies are trivial.

If the document did not exist it must be 
made to exist. 

The project was no sooner conceived than 
executed. Facilities were not wanting. 
Stayner had been an engraver ia his youth, 
and in that capacity had first come into the 
employ of the American Bank Note company, 
and Ives himself was cot unskillful with the 
pen. 

Accordingly, at the next meeting of the 
reference there was voluntarily producéd by 
Stayner a document which met ail tne con- 
spirators’ requirements. Without the slight- 
est prior suggestion it had sprung into life 
fuliy matured and ready tor business. Of 
course it clearly showed Mever a partner of 
Ives, Stayner and Netter, and responsible 
for all claims against them to the full extent 
of his estate.

This extraordinary document was wholly 
in Ives’ handwriting in lead pencil upon a 
sheet of Sgr oye Hamilton & Dayton let- 
ter paper. e initiais H. S. I.“ were 
Ives’s, the initials G. H. S.“ were Stay- 
ner's, the initiats E. W. W..“ says witness, 
were Woodruff’s, and tne initials. C. M.“ 
were declared to have been written by 
Christopher Mever. Ot the genuineness of 
the first there could be little doubt,. but the 
moment that examination was directed to 
the initials C. M.“ they were deciared by 
those familiar with Meyer’s handwriting to 
be a forgery. They were firm and bold, 
while Meyer's handwriting at the alleged 
date of the agreement was uncertain and 
trembling. 


Enlarged photographs gave evidences ot 


tracing or manufacture of the initials, and 
examination through a powerful magnifying 
glass confirmed the first suspicions. 
SOME TALL SWEAKING. 
More extraordinary than ne document it- 
self was the explanation of its appearance at 


the critical moment and the absolute silence 


theretofore observed as to its existence. 

Stayner declared that he had entirely for- 
gotten it, and that he had only by the merest 
chance found it a day or two before the meet- 
ing in a desk in his house in Brooklyn. 

He said that it was only the preliminary 
draft of an ink-written agreement which had 
been thereafter executed in the same lan- 
guage, and to which their signatures had 
been affixed and sworn to before a notary. 

Stayner declared that the ink contract was 
held by him and not oy {ves; that when the 
firm had made assignment and ruin was at 
hand, Meyer had sent for him in great trepi- 
dation. Meyer said to him that the disclos- 
ure of h.s connection with the syndicate 
would ruin him; that he had come into it 
only at the request of Stayner, whom he = 
garded as his triend, and that be begged him 
not to ruin an old man, but to give up or de- 
stroy the copy of the contract which he held. 
Stayner said he was so moved by Mever's 
entreaties that he did surrender his copy of 
the contract, which Meyer immediately tore 
up in his presence. Stayner continued that 
he never said anything of the matter to Ives, 
but that the latter discovered it later on ana 
was angry at Stayner’s weakness, | 

Stayner then related the circumstances of 
was made at Meyer

that Woodruff had affixed his initials in 
Meyer’s preseace. The deposition of Ives 
was in every detail a reproduction of his 
partner's testimony. 

Woodruff, too, swore in a subsequent depo- 
sition to substaatially the same things. 

But it was impossible for even a ** Napo- 
leonic’’ mind to have foreseen the events of 
the next few weeks. 

Within a month Ives and Stayner were ar- 
rested and imprisoned in Ludlow street jail 
for the misappropriation of railroad funds, 
and in another month both of them, toge ther 
with Woodruff, were indicted by the grand 
jury for grand larceny aod fraudulent issue 
of stock. Tne Sun then follows with the de- 
tails of the forgery, showing how the idea of 
imitating the Meyer signature was dis- 
cussed by Ives, Stayner, and Wood- 
in Stayner’s house in Brooklyn, 
and how Ives had iustructed Woodruff to

In an interview with Ives in the Tombs 
this afternoon he insisted that the copy of 
the agreement produced at the conference 
was a genuine one, and that all the signa- 
tures were genuine. 

Mr. Julius L. Dexter, president of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton road, was seen 
tonight concerning the Sun story regarding 
Henry S. Ives. Mr. Dexter said: “I saw the 
document reierred to when it was in the pos- 
session of F. M. Ramsay of Cincinnati, attor- 
ney for the Meyer estate. I noticed the sig- 
nature particularly, but don’t care to say 
anything about the matter. I believe a pho- 
tograph of it is now in Ramsay’s possession. 
In my opinion this entire story came from 
Woodruff’s lips, at any rate at second or 
third hands.“ ,

AN EARLY MORNING FiRE AT EVANSTON. 


ihe Waterworks Futlae Breaks Down at 
a Critical Moment— he Lose 


Yesterday morning about 4 o'clock fire was 
discovered in the building at No. 707 Beason ave- 
nue, Evaiston, The alarm was answered by the 
entire fire department cf Evaxsston ano South 
Evanston; The building was occupied by a gro- 
cery store and restaurant on the ground floor 
and flats; Being a frame building, the flames 
spreag raptdiy and tne firemen nad a hard time 
to keep the fire under control. > 

Just When tne crisis had passed the engine at the 
waterworks broke and the supply of water was 
cut off. For twenty minutes the water scarcely 
reached tbe nozzle of the hose, and the fire hada 
good chapce to spread. The Second Baptist 
church capgbt fire. and in a few minutes it was a 
pile of charred timbers. A co. tage in the rear of 
tre church Was partially destroyed. 

The new Foster building to the south was soon 
a prey to the flames. This was a three story 
prick builfling of heat architecture, and an orna- 
ment to the village. It was occupied with sev- 
eral farmjies. who barely bad ume to escape 
with a few of their effects. 

In its extremity the fire department called 
upon Chitago for assistance, but none came, 
The Huven school, a beautiful building to the 
east of the burning pile. was in constant danger, 
e most strenuous efforts of the fre- 
men saved it from destruction, The school 
bu Iding sus ained about $00 damage, mostiy on 
account of broken wydo panes, burned sasnes, 
and souked flvors, 

The first buiiding to burn was owned by J. J 
Fo-ter, who put it up a few days ago at a cost of 
S2 00% anu farvished it at a cost of $2,500.

Mayor Warner will Give a Definite Answer 
Tomorrow. 

_ Wasurxerton, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
The President went to Deer Park this morn- 
ing uncertain whether Maj. Warner would 
be pension commissioner or not. The latter 
ig still considering the tendering of the office 
made to him and will give a definite answer 
Monday. The fact that he bad no answer 
ready this evening is pretty strong proof 
that Muj. Warner has not yet made up his 
mind. “I waattothink about it,” be said 
tonight. There are many things to be con- 
sidered. If I were to reénter pubdliclife I 
would prefer my old place in Congress to any 
position that can be named. But of course it 
18 flattering to have so many good things 
suid about one.“ 


The belief is strong that after another day's 


reflection Maj. Warner will conclude to ac- 
cept ne office. The pressure is strong from 
Grand Army and other quarters. The only 


advice against accepting it comes from a few |

An examination of the June as counts of 
the Wash.ngton city pension agecy by the 
pension division of me third auuitor's office 
shows an over payment of $2,100 on one 
voucher. A number of smaller over pay- 
ments have also been recently discovered in 
tne accounts of other pension agencies. 
These errors are suid to have resulted from 
an effort to increase tne work of we cierks 
beyond their capacity. The clerks are now 
required to maintain an average of 1,000 
vouchers a day, and it is contended that the 
interests of tue government would oe better 
protected if this average was reduced to 500 
vouchers per day. 


A statement prepared at the treasury de- 
partment shows that the total amount of 
bonds purchased to date since Aug. 3, 1887, is 
$199,253,800, of which $80,478,250 were 4 per 
cents and $118,775,556 were 4½ per cents. 
The cost of these bonds was 881,888,806, of 
which $103,075.304 were paid for the 4 per 
cents, aud $128,462,972 was paid for the 4 
per cents. ihe cost of these bonds, if a 
lowed to rua to maturity, would have been 
$275,825,092, or $140.975,135 for the 4 per 
cents ond $134,049,657 for the 43¢ 
cen's. The saving by their purchase is $44,- 
236.726, or $87,899,741 gn the 4 per cents and 
$5,386,985 on che 44¢ per cents. ihe total 
amount of bonds purchased under the cir- 
cular of April 17, 1888 (included in above 
statement) 1s 8174. 908. 000. of wnich $75,390,050 
were 4 per cenis and $99,517 950 were 4% per 
cents, Their cost was $204.334,642, or 736,- 
710 for the 4 percents and $107,57u,988 for 
the 4 per cents. 


The commission appointed by Secretary 
Nobie to investigate tne rerating of pensions 
by the pension office today gave up its 
quarters in the pension office. Monday the 
members of the commission will return to 
their desks in the interior department. 
Their work is practically ended, although it 
is said that the commission has not yet been 
dissolved. Since nanding in their detailed re- 
port several days ago they have been at work 
on another line of investigation and today they 
submitted their report to Secretary Nobile. 
The latter said today that be did not wish to 
either suppress tne report of the commission 
or give it to che press, leaving it to be in- 
ferred that the final disposal of the report is 
a matter of indifference tohim. It is prob- 
able that the same disposiuon will be made 
of tne report of tne commission as will be 
made of the Noble-Tanner correspondence. 
It is stated that both wili be heid in reserve, 
and in the event that circumstances require 
their publicauon they will be given out to 
the press. Ine re seems to be a feeling that 
the entire matter will be the subject of an 
investigation by Congress, and then all the 
documents will be laid before the proper 
committee.

But alas for human

rections, I found myself in the midst of mud roads 
so cut up after the recent rains as to be practic- 
ally unrideable. My twelve or fourteen miles an 
hour was reduced to two or three.
